NOW ON IN EARNEST 


Making a determined effort to get 


control of trachoma, the state board 
of health has obtained the services of 
Dr. John McMullen, trachoma expert 


ho United States public health 


service, for an intensive campaign of 
treatment and education. 


Dr. McMullen. with Dr. W. B. Keat- 


ing, director of the bureau of child 
welfare of the state board, will tour 
the state, going to points where tra- 
choma has been found and giving 
treatment as well as carrying on a 
program of education. He- is now in 
Florida for about ten days, after which 
he will go to Washington, returning 
in about a month. 


Trachoma has been one of the se* 


riotis health problems with which the 
state board of health has had to con- 
tend, for examination of the school 
children this year has shown that it is 
prevalent abong Florida children to 
in alarming extent.

quently leads parents to believe that 
lite eyes of their children are affected 
vith the latter when it is in reality 
he far more serious trachoma.

Oovernment Planning Measures to Pro 


tect Supply on Hand and Encour- 


age Future Growth. 


A larger program of public acquisi 


tion of forests by the federal govern 
ment, states and municipalities, ant 
protection and perpetuation of fores; 
jrowths on all privately owned lands 
which may not be used better for agri- 
culture, is recommended in the animal 
report of the forester of the depart 
ment of agriculture. 


This policy is made necessary, the 


report said, by the diminishing tim- 
ber supply. The rate of depletion of 
tie forests is'more than twice what is 
being produced by growth in a form 
serviceable for purposes other than 
firewood. 


"Already the supplies of all the 


treat Eastern centers of production 
»re approaching exhaustion, with the 
exception of the South," the report 
said, "and even there most of the 
rallls have not over ten to fifteen 
years' supply of virgin timber.

bulletin states that a parasitic fly, 
compsilura civinniun. has been used 
with great success to destroy gypsy 
moth and brown-tail moth in New Eng- 
land. It will also aid in the control of 
other Insect pests. A few years ago 
the white-marked tussock moth was a 
serious pest in New England, but has 
practically dlsanpoared since compsi- 
lura became established. The cabbage 
worm, the celery worm and the fall 
webworm have all been reduced by 
the activities of the new parasite.
